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tame about 40 horſemen (all in their armor, as when men go into 
the field to fight an Army) with ſwords drawn to the meeting of us 
the people called Quer; who were aſſembled that day in the fear of 
che Lord, to wait ypon him according to the example of the holy men 
of God, Recorded in the Seriptures of truth: but i being late in the 
day before they came divers of our friends were paſt ay ite who 
were remaining, they came up to in a feirce manner, and (aid, ha a 
devill doyee here, ſo fell on, and with their ſwords and Carbines, did 
beat and bruiſe friends, women as well as men, both old and young, 
and Senghey paſt away driving friends to and fro in the ſtreets, beat: 
ing then din d fl: 2% 4.51 
The firſt day following being the 23 day inſtant, about 40 horſe- 
men (in like manner as before): came riding in amongſt friends, ſome 
with drawn ſwords, and others with great Cudgels and Carbines, 
did — beat and bruiſe friends, knocking down ſome of them 
to the ground; ſo that they lay as dead men, ſome of them leaving

We whoſe names are under - written, coming to great Terwonth in: 
Norfoik,, about our lawful occaſions (and one being — into that 
harbour by contrary wind, when ha was returning to his habitation 
in. Hollasd) we were _ the firſt day of the week met together in a 
peaceable manner, and not in the leaſt to the terrour of the people, 
or to the diſturbance of the peace of the Town or Kingdom; and ha- 
aing injoyed our Meeting peaceably, and being in a readineſs to de- 

art, At the very inſtant of time came in a. Lieutenant with a Con- 

able, — — with divers ſouldiers and others that accompanied 
them: and. they took the names of moſt of the men and women that 
— — but as for us that were ſtrangers, they carried us to 
the Main- guard, whiere they kept us that night, and the next day 
we were carried before the Bailiffs of the Town, to whom we gave a 
good account of the occaſion of our coming to the town, of our buſi- 
neſs in the town, and of our determination of our departing out of 
the town ſo ſoon as our buſineſs was diſpatched, and that the wind 
ſerved for five of us belonged to one Veſſel that was come to the 
town to take in Red-Herrings for the Straits) but whatſoever we ſaid 
in our own defence ĩt ſeemed to be little regarded by them. =

hands on him, and haled him to the Stocks, and kept him there about 3 
hours; Vet notwithſtanding they forc*d us to one ealled a Juſtice, 
without any Warrant: ſo the Juſtice committed us to priſon; b 
this did not ſatisſie the envy of the Conitable and others, for the 
got a Warrant from the ſaid Juſtice ro ſetch ſome more friends 
ore him, and he committed them alſo; moſt of us. being very podr 
men, having little or nothing but what we work fon, ſume of us ha- 
ving families to maintain: the Juſtice having no pit y. on us neither, 
ſent us all to priſon together, Where we were very hardly dealt with- 
all, being put into the common Goal among the Fellons, (and fi- 
ving our (loaths taken from us to our. ſnirts, with ſome of our hats 
alſo) where we were kept ſome time: So being priloners abour's 


weeks we were had to Seſſions: So at length being called, they pan- 


neld à Jury upon us, and tryed us, but we know tiot by what Law ; 


hut the Jury brought us in guilty before men, though innocent in 


the ſight of God ;. So they fined'us, ſome 34. and fome 40. A peier, 


and returned us hack ro priſon again, where ve remain to tis day.

There are 15 priſoners more in Harmick Gut 
ſome for meeting to wait upon the Lord, others taken from their 
Labours and Callings; and ſix taken from their Inn, 3 of which came 
to Warwick to viſit the priſoners there, and other 3 about their law- 
ful vocations and trading, a particular Account whereof is too large 
here to incert. Ambany Bickyy fined 51. for having a Meeting at his 
houſe, for which they took two Mares worth 121. Kobert Meek for be- 
ing at a Meeting fined 30. and had a Cow taken from him worth 51. 
Robert Feeld, an aged man of 93, years and upwards , had a braſs

Loveday Hambly , having been ſued at the Common Law for Tythe, 
by Warwick Lord Mohum, and K ather ine May impropriators in the 6rh. 
Moneth, 1663. Witneſſes ſwore far beyond the value end worth of 
her Corn, the obtained verdicts againſt her, and in the 9:þ Moneth, 
execution was-ifſued out againſt her, and one Fohn Smith and Lewa 
Knapp, drove away from her 5 Cows, 4 heifers, and one ſteer for Ka- 
therine May one of the impropriators, who could prove but 61. 4. co- 
ming to her for Tythes denied, which bullocks were worth 35 found. 
The next day after the aforeſaid havock was made, come to Love- 
dayes three of the Lord Mebums ſervants, who took and drove away 
goxen, 15 bullocks heifers and ſteers, and 2 horſes, he alſo could prove 
but 12 pound ſome odd money, coming to him at the Aſſizes, and for 
ſome of which Tyth ſhe had been diſtreined by the former powers, as 
it doth appear _ record, which oxen bullocks and 2 horſes, were 
worth 50 pound; and about 2 weeks after, ſome Bailiffs came again, 
and took from the aforeſaid Loweday, 2 Mares, and 6 young bullocks 
more, which were well worth 18 pound, fo that the faid Aobums hath

but their Maſter Sam, Hirt, then underſheriff,being angry with them b 


becauſe they had not carried her to priſon on that horſe; which might 


have endangered her liße they tame agaimend dragged her 8 5 


ſtreet in the dirt and mire, and ſaid their Maſter bid them do it, an 

one of the Bailiffs fulcht her on the back but ſhe being reſolded not 
to ride that bad horſe, they deteined her a priſoner in an Ale-houſe 
that night, and the next day carried her to Bodmyn, where ſhe remain- 
eth now a priſoner. John Ellis ever ſince the ſecond Moneth, 1660. 
has been kept priſoner, and ſo ſtil remaines notwithaſtnding the prieſt 
at whoſe ſuit he is comitted, is ſince departed the Nation. And in ſome 
places the cruelty of the Goalers is very great towards our friends, 
and in particular in Mount gomery in Jouth-Males the Gaoler kept them 
without water many times, and oftentimes kept back their dyet, and 
kept them to lye upon the hard boards, thinking thereby to compel! 
them to give him his rates for his beds and victuals, which many of 
them being poor men, they were not able to reach to pay ſo much, 
and ſo were contented to ſuffer. And that dealing he thought was 
not cruel enough; but he kept them lockt up, and though they made 
known that they had need to go to eaſe themſelves, of the burden 
that none can bear too long, yet he would not let them out, ſo that 
ſome were conſtreined to do it in the room with them, and to carry 
ic out vhen they could Set the door open, and alſo denyed them ſo 
much as a Chamber- pat, ſo that they were conſtreined to make water 
thorow the window ſeveral times. And after all this he forced them 
out of their beds in the night time, under pretence to keep them 
cloſe prifoners, when they were clole under lock and key before,and 
lockt them up in another place, and there kept them without fire or 
candle in as cold a froſty night as came all winter,and there kept them 
without bread or water, and denied them the food they had of their 
own; and when one of their friends out of pitty and compaſſion was 
carrying them ſome bread and Cheeſe, he cauſed it to be taken away, 


and oftentimes the Goaler would kick the f iend, and took away the 


water which the friend carried to them. And they making complaint 


to the Marſhal how-cruglly they were uſed, inſtead of relief they were 


worſe uſed, and their food taken away and kept from them, neither 
permitted fire nor Candle, nor to go forth to do their need but once 
in 2 days, or when the Goaler would, but were conſtrained to do it 


in the Room with them, and would not let them have water, and kepe 2 
their food from them g days together.

And there remains now in priſon above S:x Hundred Perſons, Be- 
ſides many hundreds are excommunicated , and daily liable to-be- 
committed for- not going to the publick Worſhip , and many ſuffer 
the loſs of their an. 4 upon that Account, Theſe things are 
laid before you that you may not be ignorant how the Innocent ſuf- 
fer, and have lately ſuffered both in their perſons and Eſtates, many 


wives and children being like to be ruined and utterly undone, their 


husbaads and fathers being kept in priſon from them, who ſhould 
work for them to help maintain them; and thoſe that have goods or 

ay, and makes a prey of 
them, and which way can it be expected we ſhould pay the King his 
Taxes and Tribute, when theſe men are ſuffered to take away our 
Eſtates in this manner.
